THIS LESSON takes us back 
to the day s of Solomon and the 
building and dedication of the 
temp le, in showing the enduring 
contributions of the nation of 
Israel. 
“Thus all the work that Solo­ 
mon made for the house o f.the 
Lord was finished; and Solomon 
brought in all the things that 
Dav id his father had dedicated; 
• 
and the silv er, and the gold, and 
all the instruments, p ut he among 
the treasures of the house of 
God.” 
The temp le had been sev eral 
y ears in the building, and now, in 
the 24th y ear of his reign. Solo­ 
mon called all the elders and all 
the heads of the tribes to Jerusa­ 
lem for the dedication of the 
temp le and the Feast of Dedica­ 
tion. The feast lasted sev en day s 
in the sev enth month of the Jew- 
f ish y ear. 
• 
The high sp ot in the ev ent was 
the bringing of the ark of the 
cov enant from the tent from 
Mount Zion to the Holy p lace 
in the temp le. The old tabernacle 
and the holy v essels were also 
brought from Gibeon and stored 
In the up p er chambers of the tem­ 
p le, to remind the p eop le of Moses 
and Mt. Sinai, of their many sins 
against the Lord and of His for­ 
bearance and goodness. 
Ark Is Brought In 
The p riests brought in the ark 
o f the cov enant, drew out the 
stav es by which they bore it, and 
came out o f the holy p lace. The 
Lev ites that were the singers, 
were all array ed in white linen 
and had cy mbals and p salteries 
and harp s. They stood at the east 
end o f the altar, and with them 
were one hundred and twenty 
p riests “sounding with trump ets.” 
Now' it came to p ass that when 
the trump eters and singers lifted 
up their v oices and the other in­ 
struments sounded, p raising the 
Lord, say ing, "For He is good; 
fo r His mercy endureth forev er,” 
that the temp le filled with a 
cloud so that the p riests could 
not stand to minister. 
Solomon said, “The Lord hath 
said that He would dwell in the 
thick darkness. But I hav e built 
a ho use and habitation fo r Thee, 
and 
a p lace for Thy dwelling 
fo rev er.' And the king turned M 


and blessed the whole congrega­ 
tion,- and all the congregation 
stood to receiv e his blessing, after 
which he deliv ered a sermon, re­ 
v iewing the history of the temp le. 
Solomon had made a “brazen 
scaffold, of fiv e cubits long, and 
fiv e cubits broad and three cubits 
high, and had set it in the midst 
of the court: and up on it he stood, 
and kneeled down before the con­ 
gregation of Israel, and sp read 
his hands toward heav en,” and 
uttered the longest p ray er to be 
found any where in the Bible. 
He began, “Oh, Jehov ah, the God 
of Israel, there is no god like 
Thee in the heav en, nor in the 
earth; which keep est cov enant 
and showest mercy unto Thy 
sen'ants, that walk before Thee 
with all their hearts. . . .” 
He asked that the Lord would 
hearken to His p eop le’s sup p lica­ 
tions. that He would judge His 
serv ants justly , “by requiting the 
wicked, by recomp ensing his way 
up on his own head; and by justi­ 
fy ing the righteous, by giv ing him 
according to his righteousness." 
Asked to Fo rg iv e Captiv es 
“If they sin against Thee (fo r 
there is no man which sinneth 
not), and Thou be angry with 
them, and deliv er them ov er be­ 
fore 
their enemies, 
and* they 
carry th^n away cap tiv e unto a 
land far off or near,” but “if they 
return to Thee with all their heart 
and with all their soul,” Solomon 
asked the Lord to listen to his 
p eop le’s sup p lications and forgiv e 
them. In our last lesson we sav ? 
how this really came to pass. 
Did Solomon foresee that such a 
thing might hap p en, although his 
was a time of p rosp erity for his 
p eop le ? 
The 119 th Psalm, which is part 
of our lesson today , is the long­ 
est p salm and the longest chap ter 
in the Bible. It has been called 
“the alp habet of div ine lov e” be* 
cause 
its 
tw-enty -two 
stanzas, 
each of eight v erses, are desig­ 
nated by the twenty -two letters 
of the Hebrew alp habet. 
From the Bo o k of the p rop het 
Micah w*e quote: 
"WhereWth 
shall I come before the Lord, and 
bow my self before the high Go d? 
Shall I come before Him with 
burnt offerings, with calv es of a 
y ear old? 
“Will the Lord be p leased with 
thousands of rams, or with ten 
thousands of riv ers of oil? Shall 
I giv e my firstborn for my trans­ 
gression, the fruit of my body for 
the sin of my soul ? 
“He hath shew*n thee, O man, 
what is good; and what 4otH the 
Lord require of thee, but to do 
justly , and to lov e mercy , and to; 
'• alk humbly with thy God.”

GENERALS IN COLLEGES 
THE IDEA of Gen. Eisenhower as a col­ 
lege president is surprising to most Amer­ 
icans. It will doubtless become familiar. 
The trustees of Columbia University have 
offered him the place, which has been va­ 
cant ever since Nicholas Murray Butler re­ 
signed in 1945 and he has accepted it. 
Eisenhower has one ex cellent precedent 
to encourage him if he doubts his success 
in this new field. Gen. Robert E. Lee was 
persuaded in 18 65 to accept the presidency 
of Washington College at Lex ington, Va. He 
served with great distinction until his death 
in 18 70, when the institution received its 
present name of Washington and Lee Uni­ 
versity. 
Columbia is undoubtedly more of a going 
concern than Washington College was after 
the havoc wrought bv four years of war.

A general is not always the best choice 
for an academic institution, any more than 
he is best choice for high political office. 
The military mind canqot always adapt it­ 
self well to the requirements of such give- 
and-take as an institution devoted to schol­ 
arship and freedom of thought requires.

THEORY M E E T S PRAC TIC E

them the opportunity for which they had 
been waiting. Many of the men in high po­ 
sitions in the present Socialist government 
have been drawn from their ranks. 
Coal mines and farm lands are already 
under government direction. Within the 
nex t year, all transportation and electric 
power facilities are to be added to these.

White House was a waste of food. Senator 
Sparkman was in the group and he changed 
his vote in order to support the presiden­ 
tial veto, but he had decided to do this long 
before. He said as soon as the bill passed 
that his vote for it would be changed on a 
veto if the President offered reasons suffi­ 
cient to him. Sparkman was party whip 
when he was member of the house, and he 
is something of a new dealer or liberal at 
times. What influenced him most probably 
was party loyalty. The lone Republican at 
the lunch, Young, of North Dakota, said it 
was embarrassing for him to eat with so 
many Democrats, and the lunch therefore 
may have encouraged him to oppose the 
President. Yet actually the southern Dem­ 
ocrats are known to have decided among 
themselves In advance to withstand what­ 
ever pressure could possibly be mustered 
against them by the unions and White 
House. One of their group said the confi­ 
dence of the people in elected officials 
would be destroyed if they changed for the 
President or in fear of the unions. 
Party loyalty probably also was respon­ 
sible for the only other switch to the Pres­ 
ident on the veto in the senate, Lucas, of 
Illinois. He is party whip and that job en­ 
tails worship of loyalty. If either Sparkman 
or Lucas got any promises of judgeships 
or postmasters, the reporters around the 
senate did not know it. They accepted these 
switches as coming in the normal course. 
On the tax vote, minority leader John j 
McCormack had done a heavy inside pres­ 
sure job. He defeated over-riding of that

THIS LESSON takes us back 
to the days of Solomon and the 
building and dedication of the 
temple. In show .rig the enduring 
contributions of the nation of 
Israel. 
•'Thus all the work that Solo­ 
mon made for the house of the 
Lord was finished; and Solomon 
brought in all the things that 
David his father had dedicated; 
and the silver, and the gold, and 
all the instruments, put he among 
the treasures of the house of 
God.** 
The temple had been several 
years in the building, and now% in 
the 24th year of his reign. Solo­ 
mon called all the elders and all 
the heads of the tribes to Jerusa­ 
lem for the dedication of the 
temple and the Feast of Dedica­ 
tion. The feast lasted seven days 
In the seventh month of the Jew­ 
ish year. 
The high spot in the event was 
the bringing of the ark of the 
covenant 
from 
the 
tent 
from 
Mount Zion to the Holy place 
in the temple. The old tabernacle 
and the holy vessels were also 
brought from Gibeon and stored 
In the upper chambers of the tem­ 
ple, to remind the people of Moses 
and Mt. Sinai, of their many sins 
against the Lord and of His for- 
bearance and goodness. 


Ark I* Brought In 
The priests brought in the ark 
of the covenant, drew out the 
staves by which they bore it, and 
came out of the holy place. The 
Levites that were the singers, 
were all arrayed in white linen 
and had cymbals and psalteries 
and harps. They stood at the east 
end of the altar, and with them 
were one hundred and twenty 
priests "sounding with trumpets.” 
Now it came to pass that when 
the trumpeters and singers lifted 
up their voices and the other in­ 
struments sounded, praising the 
Lord, saying, "For He is good; 
for His mercy endureth forever,” 
that the temple filled with a 
cloud so that the priests could 
not stand to minister. 
Solomon said, "The Lord hath 
said that He w’ould dwell in the 
thick darkness. But I have built 
a house and habitation for Thee, 
and a place for Thy dwelling t 
forever.” 
And the king turned ^ 


end blessed the whole congrega­ 
tion.- and all the congregation 
stood to receive his blessing, after 
which he delivered a sermon, re­ 
viewing the history of the temple. 
Solomon had made a "brazen 
scaffold, of five cubits long, and 
five cubits broad and three cubits 
high, and had set it in the midst 
of the court: and upon it he stood, 
and kneeled down before the con­ 
gregation of Israel, and spread 
his hands toward heaven." and 
uttered the longest prayer to be 
found anywhere In the Bible. 
He began, "Oh, Jehovah, the God 
of Israel, there is no god like 
Thee in the heaven, nor In the 
earth; which keepest covenant 
and 
chowset mercy unto Thy 
servants, that walk before Thee 
with all their hearts. . . ." 
He asked that the Lord would 
hearken to His people's supplica­ 
tions, that He would judge His 
servants justly, "by requiting the 
wicked, by recompensing his way 
upon his own head; and by justi­ 
fying the righteous, by giving him 
according to his righteousness.” 
Asked to Forgive Captives 
"If they sin against Thee (for 
there is no man which suuieth 
not), and Thou be angry with 
them, and deliver them over be­ 
fore 
their 
enemies, 
and- they 
carry thfln away captive unto a 
land far off or near." but "if they 
return to Thee with all their heart 
and with all their soul." Solomon 
asked the Lord to listen to his 
People's supplications and forgive 
them. In our last lesson w*e saw 
how this really came to past. 
Did Solomon foresee that such 8 
thing might happen, although his 
was a time of prosperity for hi* 
people ? 
The 119th Psalm, which is part 
of our lesson today, is the long­ 
est psalm and the longest chapter 
in the Bible. It has been called 
"the alphabet of divine love" be* 
cause 
its 
twenty-two 
stanzas, 
each of eight verses, are desig­ 
nated by the twenty-two letter* 
of the Hebrew alphabet. 
From the Book of the prophet 
Micah 
we 
quote: 
"Wherewith 
shall I come before the Lord, and 
bow myself before the high God? 
Shall I come before Him with 
burnt offerings, with calves of a 
year old? 
"Will the Lord be pleased with 
thousands of rams, or with ten 
thousands of rivers of oil? Shall 
I give my firstborn for my trans­ 
gression, the fruit of my body for 
the sin of my soul ? 
"He hath shewn thee, O man, 
what la good; and what doth the 
Lord require of thee, but to do 
Justly, and to love mercy, and to, 
walk humbly with thy God.''

General Lee, however, proved himself as 
great on that side as the military. The pow­ 
ers of Eisenhower in other fields are con­ 
sidered by m any who know well to tran­ 
scend those of his military side, as did 
those of Lee.

A person’* visual defect rapidly 
becomes worse. 
Usually only one eye it affected.

very red. The affected part of the 
eyeball, or cornea, has a cloudy ap­ 
pearance, and it may be almost in­ 
sensitive to touch. The pupil or 


attacks of blurred vision, which 
jmay last for several hours and ara 
often accompanied by a one-sided 
headache. Sometimes there is diffi­ 
culty in reading. The eye is not red. 
The symptoms seem to occur par- 
Ocularly at times of excitement or 
worry. At night, the vision is often 
blurred, and the patient may see 
halo* around street light* or car 
lamps. These symptoms may last 
months or years before the patient 
becomes aware he is losing his eye­ 
sight. Thus, it may be seen, that 
unless some attention is given to 
these symptoms, the disorder may 
continue for a long time before a 
diagnosis is made and treatment 
started. When such symptoms oe- 
opening into the eyeball is widened cur, an eye specialist should be 
or dilated 
'consulted at once.
